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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.’’ Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4. 
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CHRIST THE SUPREME ATTRACTION OF MEN 


Text: And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto me.”— 
John 12:32, 

If we were left to our own interpreta- 
tion of these words, we would doubtless 
find many varying opinions, but we are 
aided here by the inspired writer. This He 
said signifying what death He should die, 
Jesus Himselt says, ““As Moses lifted up 
the serpent in the wilderness, even so 
must the Son of man _ be lifted up.” 
Hence, according to the inspired Word 
itself, Jesus refers to the power of His 
sacrificial death symbolized by the cross. 
Two questions are therefore pertinent to 
this text: First, What is the power in 
Christ that attracts men? Second, What 
is there in men that is attracted by 
Christ? What is the attraction of the up- 
lifted Christ? The love of God is re- 
vealed in the death of Christ. 

In man’s natural state he imagines the 
deity to be revengeful, unforgiving, and 
desirous of meting out just punishment. 
“For I feared thee, because thou art an 
austere man: thou takest up that thou 
layedst not down, and reapest that thou 
didst not sow,” Luke 19:21. “The mind 
of the flesh is enmity against God.” 
This man’s whole power of imagination 
projects a God of hate and _ revenge, 
rather than of love. “But God commend- 
eth his own love toward us in that while 
we were yet sinners Christ died for us.” 

Think of a boy from a splendid home 
with every possible privilege who be- 
comes restless and wants to see the world. 
He leaves secretly. Soon however, he 
learns to know the realities of an un- 
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sympathizing world. His conscience be- 
gins to smart. “If I were only back home 
with father and mother,” he often 
thinks. But, saying to himself, “Father 
and mother hate me and are bent on 
punishing me for my waywardness.” 
Soon, however, the father hears of his 
whereabouts and sends a railroad ticket 
with an urgent appeal, “Carl, come 
home. We have forgiven all.” Oh, how 
that draws him homeward! Father has 
forgiven! Is it possible? Yes, thank God, 
he does, that train travels too slowly for 
him. “I will draw all men unto me.” 

The next great attraction in this 
uplifted Christ is His substitutionary 
sacrifice. “Surely he hath borne our 
griefs, and carried our sorrows: yet we 
did esteem him stricken, smitten of God, 
and afflicted. But he was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquity: the chastisement of our peace 
was upon him; and with his stripes we 
are healed,” Isa. 53: 4, 5. “I lay down 
my life for the sheep.” If any one fact 
draws mightily, it is that Jesus became 
our surety before God. Intuitively we 
feel the force of the poet’s declaration, 
“Nothing in my hands I bring, only to 
thy cross I cling.” 

Arvine relates that a poor colored man 
on the coast of Africa, who felt some 
concern about his soul, applied to his 
priest, who gave him various directions, 
which were all unavailing. He was so 
distressed in his mind that he went wan- 
dering about from place to place without 
meeting with anything to comfort him. 
One day as he was sitting in a solitary 


manner on the beach, some English sail- 
ors came ashore to get water. As they 
were rolling the cask along one of them 
heard the moaning of the poor colored 
man, and going up to him said, “Hello, 
shipmate! What’s the matter with you?” 
The colored man began to tell his tale 
of woe in broken language but was hasti- 
ly interrupted by the sailor exclaiming, 
“Oh, I see what’s the matter with you; 
you must go to England, and_ there 
you'll hear of the Christian’s God, who 
paid the debt.” These words were spok- 
en in a careless and thoughtless manner 
but they made an impression on the col- 
ored man. He got leave to work his way 
to London on a ship. Later he strayed 
into a small mission chapel where the 
preacher spoke on the “Suretyship of 
Christ.” The Spirit of God used the 
simple message to enlighten and touch 
the colored man’s heart, Tears began to 
stream over his face and with clasped 
hands he was heard to say in a whisper- 
ing tone, “Me have found Him! the 
Christain’s God dat pay de debt.” Truly, 
Jesus will draw all men unto Himself. 
For such a God men are desperately in 
need of. Think of poor, benighted souls 
who could find Him if only they would 
search for Him. 

What is there in man that is attracted 
by the uplifted Christ? 

There is something in the nature of 
man that responds to the attractive pow- 
er of Christ. Lead does not respond to the 
power of the magnet, but steel does, be- 
cause of its very nature. So the nature

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Who Will Be In The Bride?

Beloved Coworkers: 
“The Lord hath done great things for us, 
whereof we are glad.” 

We have lately had another wonderful 
case of healing in our midst. On the 
morning of Nov. 7 a letter came with the 
news that our sanyasi who has been so 
faithfully laboring in the Tamil district 
together with one of our Bible students, 
was very ill. In the afternoon of the 
same day, wire came, stating that he was 
serious with cholera. Of course much 
prayer was offered and we felt that God 
had heard. We had no further news till 
early the morning of the 10th when we 
were surprised to hear that the sanyasi 
and his coworker had arrived here at 
headquarters, less than three days from 
the time the wire came. Mr, Cook had 
written for him to come here when bet- 
ter but we did not expect him to come 
sO soon. 

He got better after they had wired, 
but again grew worse than before, and 
on the afternoon of the 9th was so seri- 
ous that all hope of his living was given 
up. The saints were around him, he could 
not speak and Hindus and nominal Chris- 
tians, looking on, thought he would soon 
die. Suddenly he was able to speak and 
say, “Hallelujah” and “Praise the Lord.” 
Then the power of God came upon him 
and he himself rebuked the disease in the 
name of Jesus. He was healed, got up, 
dressed, and prepared to leave by bullock 
cart and train. It is a wonderful testi- 
mony to the power of God, praise His 
name. He even ate food along the way 
not suitable for one in that condition, 
just over cholera, but he was none the 
worse for it. After a short time he ex- 
pects to return to the Tamil country. 

I wish you might have been with us 
for the monthly fellowship meeting of 
this district at Anyalatanum out-station 
on the 14th inst. Also at that time the 
new meeting place there was dedicated. 
The old one has long since been out- 
grown, and they have lately put up a 
new one, more like a pavilion you would 
call it. The testimonies were most stir- 
ring. One sister, recently bitten by a 
snake, testified to healing. A boy of 


ten years of age, baptized with the Holy 
Spirit, testified with power, moving us 
to tears of joy, then he led in a song, 
which brought the glory down in great- 
er measure. His father and mother are 
still Hindus, 


This week we are having special meet- 
ings for workers—Bible teaching,  fel- 
lowship meetings and prayer meetings. 
Last evening when some workers ar- 
rived, we heard of how one brother while 
returning from the monthly meeting, 
was bitten by a snake, but the brethren 
rallied round him and prayed, and he 
was delivered in the name of Jesus, praise 
the Lord, 

To-day workers told of the good meet- 
ing they had the mght of the 14th, at 
Anyalatanum, after the monthly meet- 
ing, when two received the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit. Sunday they had an- 
other most blessed time in the meeting, 
such a meeting as they have never had 
before, and that is saying much, for re- 
vival has been going on there for some 
time. Oh, I could write so much about 
the revival, and still we believe that 
there are greater things ahead. Jesus is 
coming soon and the children of God are 
being prepared for that great day. 

Please pray especially for the women’s 
work. We are getting that organized by 
districts, aiming to have women’s meet- 
ings at least once a week, in each assem- 
bly. I have held two district meetings for 
women and expect to hold more soon. 
Our Bible School closed last week for 
this year and now district meetings are 
to be arranged. Greetings in the Lord

Beloved Coworkers, greeting in Jesus’ 
precious name: 

It is just a month since I wrote the last 
report letter and am glad to write that 
the revival continues. More have followed 
the Lord in baptism since then, six at 
one place and five at another and we are 
to have more baptismal services soon. 
More have also received the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit and there is so much 
prayer going up that we look for greater 
showers of blessing upon the work, praise 
the Lord. 

In Pompardi out-station, some from 
prominent families are coming out for 
the Lord and of course this is arousing 
much opposition from the Syrian ortho- 
dox people, Last Sunday a band of ruf- 
fians, headed by a big ruffian, who had 
two sticks in his hands, came to the 
meeting pace. The saints fell on their 
knees in earnest supplication while the 
confusion went on, bur after some time, 
the persecutors left, without doing much 
harm, praise the Lord. He is the faithful 
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One who cares for His own. Please pray 
much for this place where there is a real 
stir amongst the people, which is all in 
answer to prayer and through their see- 
ing the mighty power of God mani- 
fested. 

Recentiy in that place, a devil-pos- 
sessed woman, bound for the past twen- 
ty years or so, by the enemy, was de- 
livered in the mighty name of Jesus. Al- 
so one of the assembly members of that 
district was bitten by a snake and was 
at death’s door. The saints held on for 
hours and at last he was delivered in the 
name of Jesus. He had a second attack 
on the third day and it seemed that he 
could not live, but again the saints ral- 
lied round him and held on for hours. 
He was not afraid to die but he wanted 
the Lord’s name to be glorified in his 
healing for many unbelievers were watch- 
ing. At last he was fully delivered in the 
matchless name of Jesus. How often we 
limit His wonderful power but He is 
the same, yesterday, to-day and forever. 
We must believe in the face of natural 
impossibilities. 

Mr. Cook has just returned from a 
nine days’ trip for meetings, most of 
which were in the Tamil country about 
which I have written you.

About ‘twenty-five 
came, some having walked a distance of 
from twelve to fifteen miles to meet 
him. One of our Bible school students is 
there helping the sanyasi in the work 
and is so happy in that service. Please 
pray for the work in that district. 

He then went on to the large town of 
Madura, where he held meetings, and is 
encouraged by the outlook there. The 
small group of saints were much inter- 
ested as he gave Bible teaching, especial- 
ly about the Lord’s coming, from some 
charts and pictures he has recently had 
drawn for this purpose. They want him 
to come back as often as possible for 
more meetings. Do not forget to pray for 
this work. 

Last Surday I was in Pondanad, 
other new place opened up to us. Some of 
our Bible students live there, ones recent- 
ly baptized in water. Though we were 
only a few in number, the Lord blessed. 
Two raised their hands for prayer for 
salvation, and four who want to be 
ready for the Lord’s coming. More would 
like to come to the meetings but do not 
for fear of persecution, as there is much 
opposition from the Syrian priest and 
others there also. However, prayer will 
change things, so let us continue to hold 
on for full victory for this place. We 
have rented a house for meetings there at 
a very cheap rent.

BIBLE ATLAS 


On this side of the sea, we sit down 
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with a large book in our hands—large 
in bulkiness and in substance, but small 
as to its number of pages which, includ- 
ing various charts, indexes, tables of con- 
tents, and chronologies, is only a hun- 
dred and sixty-five pages. Yet in these 
few pages are found to the earnest inquir- 
er a mine of untold treasure which will 
make one rich in knowledge, both theo- 
retically and practically, of the history 
of the lands, people and customs, of both 
the Old and New Testaments. This book 
is none other than Bible Atlas. 

The term Bible Atlas is synonymous 
with Bible geography. It gives the maps 
showing the topography of the lands of 
Bible times, their natural divisions, 
whether plains or mountairs; the names 
and locations of the rivers, seas, coun- 
tries, provinces, empires (indicating the 
time in history each was in dominion and 
giving approximate location and ancient 
and modern name), and territories that 
were conquered and reconquered by dif- 
ferent kings and rulers. 

Does it mean anything for a traveling 
man to know his directions, the country, 
and cities, and the approximate distance 
to each? You readily say it is very im- 
portant that he know all these things; 
then how much more vital do you sup- 
pose it is for a minister or a student (yea 
even the least of Christ’s followers) to 
know something of the country, the 
lands, cities, and even the travels of 
various Bible characters—including our 
Lord Jesus Christ and giving in detail 
His life’s work and exploits; the prophets 
and their travels; the travels of the chil- 
dren of Israel, and how through them the 
precious Word of God had its origin and 
has been harded down through the lapses 
of centuries to us of this modern day in 
its origin, integrity, and purity. I ask, 
is such a study of such a land and people 
worth while? A poor captain it would be 
that had no knowledge of the sea and the 
little instrument called the compass with 
which he is to determine the direction he 
travels. 

We, the members of the Bible Atlas 
class, contend that the time has come 
when men will not accept dogmatism and 
ascertain for a positive vindication of 
this great plan of salvation but infallible 
proofs will have to be presented to men 
of thought, of which we are equally in- 
debted with the gospel. 

Do passages of scriptures like these 
ever puzzle you as to what direction, 
country, and distance each are? “And 
there were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, 
devout men out of every nation under 
heave: —Parthians, and Medes, and Elam- 
ites and the dwellers in Mesopotamia and 
in Judae and Cappadocia, in Pontud, and 
Asia, Phrygia and Pamphylia, in Egypt 
and in parts of Libya about Cyrene and 
strangers of Rome, Jews, and proselytes, 
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Cretes and Arabians, we do hear them 
speak in our tongues the wonderful works 
of God.” Every minister of the gospel and 
worker for Christ needs to know more 
than just the quotation of the scriptures. 
In order to understand the Bible and to 
be able to rightly divide it, a thorough 
knowledge of history of the people and 
lands in which God saw fit to ordain a 
plan of redemption for fallen man and 
honored even the land so much as to 
call it Holy Ground. Then is it not well 
worth our time to make an_ extensive 
study of it? So why not begin making 
preparation now to attend next term in 
B. T. S. where you can find out for your- 
self? I don’t think I’m exaggerating a bit 
if I say the mastery of this one subject 
alone will be worth all the time and mon- 
ey spent in school, I’ve heard new stu- 
dents say already that they wouldn’: 
take twice as much as they will have 
spent when six months are expired for 
what they have learned, and if they 
didn’t learn a thing more they would be 
well paid for the time spent in the Bible
